seller contends 


‘The only store now selling drug 
paraphernalia under the new city 
restrictions, Co-Op Tapes and 
Records, 3675e Nameoki Road, is 
following the city’s restrictions, 
according to Manager Rick Bay. 

Bay calls himself a licensed 
paraphernalia seller who strictly 
abides by the Granite City drug 
equipment law and said he does not 
sell to anyone under the age of 18. 

Bay said that, when specific drug- 
related items-are sold, he-requires 
the purchaser to produce iden- 
tification as proof of age. He said a 
store representative then enters the 
required information into the drug 
equipment purchaser log. Log en- 
tries include name, age and address 
of the purchaser, as well as the date 
and type of sale. 

“I do get a lot of people who refuse 
to buy an item...(but) less than 
half,” Bay said of the impact the log 
portion of the paraphernalia law. 
“]'ve got a pretty full log book,’” he 
said. be 
Co-Op at first pulled its drug 
paraphernalia items from its 
Shelves for about a year after, the

Since last December, according to 
Bay, no inspection of the purchaser 
log has been made. 

Co-op's purchasers of the drug 
paraphernalia items are primarily 
in the 18 to 24 age group, said Bay, 
which-also comprises the majority 
of his record sales 

His best selling drug-related items 
are “$2, $3 and $4 small pipes.”"

Thomas, meanwhile, said he feels he

‘According to Thomas, who ap- 
proached the Granite City Council last 
Tuesday, paraphernalia marketers are 
aiming for-a youthful audience. 

He called some paraphernalia 
displays ‘very attractive, really,"’ and 
alluring to teenagers. 

“1 think the (Madison County) grand 
jury brought to your attention...the 
very real and present problem our 
youth are facing,'’ Thomas told 
aldermen. 

‘Thomas said he became involved in 
the drug problem as a result of his 
volunteer work at AID, Inc. of Collin- 
sville, a non-profit drug abuse 
prevention program, intended for youth 
“caught in the trap of drug and alcohol 
abuse.” 

His fight to take drug equipment from 
the shelvés of local stores seems to him 
a natural extension of the work he was 
doing as a volunteer at AID.

In the next six weeks, & 
decision is going to be made 
which could greatly affect 
the economic health of the 
metro-east region. 

‘The subject is jobs. 

The decision will be 
whether or not it is feasible 
to create a non-profit 
areawide Business 
Development Financial 
Corporation in the seven 
Southern Illinois counties of 
Madison, St. Clair, Monroe, 
Randolph, Bond, Clinton and 
Washington. 

The determining factor 
will be the response from the 
communities, financial 
institutions and other firms 
which would have mem- 
bership in the corporation. 

‘The corporation would be 
designed to help meet the 
capital requirements of 
existing and prospective 
small businesses, and to help 
manufacturers and 
businesses with expansion 
plans. 

Almost any ligitimate 
business would be eligible to 
‘apply for help. 

‘The immediate potential is 
for creation of more than 500 
new jobs, according to a 
limited survey in the seven- 
county area. 

The entities in the cor- 
poration would be local 
governments, the financial 
community, community 
organizaions such as 
chambers of commerce, and 
private sector companies in 
legal, real estate, con- 
struction and manufacturing 
fields. 

The corporation would 
have at least one financial 
and one public sector 
member from each county. 

These various entities in 
the seven-county area have 
received information about 
the proposed corporation 
and have been asked to send 
their comments to South- 
western Illinois Metropolitan 
and Regional Planning 
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Commission in Collinsville 
by this Friday. 

‘Under a grant funded by 
the Illinois Department of 
Commerce and Community 
Affairs, three SIMAPC 
planners — Mike Boer, Bob 
White and Leslye Mitchell — 
have undertaken the task of 
finding out whether or not 
the corpration is feasible. 

Boer says a major 
question to be answered is 
whether the various groups 
would be willing to give 
financial support to the 
corporation. 

A goal of the corporation 
would be to provide “gap” 
financing, reducing the 
interest rates on loans from 
commercial banks. It would 
be expected to increase the 
amount of capital available 
to small and medium-sized 
businesses, stimulating the 
flow of needed capital. 

A SIMAPC report says an 
assessment of the seven- 
county area shows that the 
greatest need is for working 
capital and long term capital 
at reasonable rates. 

The corporation would 
participate in loans for land 
acquisition, fixed asset 
financing, equipment and 
working capital 

Direct loans would nor- 
mally not exceed $100,000 
Each dollar of direct loan 
funds should leverage ad- 
ditional funds at a rate of one 
to three or better, however, 
the report said, but added 
that the loan in leverage 
ratio would be based on the 
needs of the client. 

In addition to direct loans, 
the corporation could 
provide loan guarantees and 
“packaged loans," loans in 
which corporation funds 
would be combined with 
loans from private and other 
public sources 

Some of the corporation's 
administrative costs would 
be recovered through loan 
servicing fees and loan 
packaging and - processing 
fees. 

Grants from federal and 
state agencies and private 
foundations, and interest on 
loans of corporation funds 
would be other ways of 
recovering administrative 
costs. 

The SIMAPC report notes 
that the costs of starting up 
the corporation would have 
to be met from federal, state 
and private sources because 
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the fees and interest would 
not be available up front 

Achart accompanying this 
article shows the proposed 
organizational makeup of 
the corporation. 

For the purpose of ex- 
plaining how the corporation 
would help a small business, 
we use a hypothetical 
company, the Alco Can 
Company, and pretend that 
it is seeking to establish in 
Madison County 

Let’s say the firm has 
some financing, but not 
enough. It applies to the 
corporation for help. 

The Madison County 
Financial Review Com- 
mittee (see the lowest rung 
on the corporation ladder) 
would review and comment 
on the company's ap- 
plication 

The county review com- 
mittee would be composed of 
at least five members, one of 
which would be from 4 
banking or lending  in- 
stitution and one from the 
public sector (such as a 
governmental official). 

‘All members of he county 
financial review committee 
would be appointed by the 
corporation's board of 
directors ss 

One step up on the ladder 
is the areawide financial 
review board.

Alco Can's application, 
once reviewed by the 
Madison County committee, 
would go to the areawide 
committee for review and 
comment 

The areawide board would 
have 10 members appointed 
by the corporation's board of 
directors. Its chairman and 
seven additional members 
would be from the financial 
sectors; the remaining two 
members would be from the 
private or public sector. 

The Business Development 
Corporation's 15-member 
board of directors would 
have final approval or 
disapproval of Alco Can 
Company's application. 

The board of directors 
would be selected by the 
corporation's membership. 

The Southwestern Illinois 
Council on Economic 
Development is already in 
existence. Its function would 
be to submit to a SIMAPC 
executive committee & list of 
candidates for appointment 
to corporation membership.

Attempts by the federal 
government to force parts of 
Tilinois and 10 other states to 
begin mandatory testing of 
automobile emissions next 
year came under criticism 
by Governor James R. 
‘Thompson Friday. 

“I have gone on record as 
supporting the maintenance 
of, clean air-standards to 
improve the quality of our 
air, but mandatory testing is 
na ineffective, costly and 
highly-questionable feature 
of the federal act that ought 
to be changed by Congress,” 
the governor stated. 

Citing the ineffectiveness 
of vehicle ‘testing in other 
states, Thompson said that 
mandatory vehicle emission 
testing “is another example 
of trying to solve a problem 
by creating another program 
that costs millions of dollars, 
but has little positive effect.”

However, studies conducted 
since the act was adopted 
show that the requirements 
for mandatory car in- 
spections make little en- 
vironmental or economic 
sense.” 

The governor said the 
administration is exploring 
the possibility of alternative 
measures that could be of- 
fered as equivalent or better 
environmentally.

New pollution reporting method 


With the official beginning 
of the summertime ozone 
‘season last Saturday, the 
Illinois. Environmental 
Protection Agency will start 
using the federal’ Pollution 
Standard Index as the ex- 
clusive method of reporting 
air pollution in Illinois. 

In past years, state law 
required ozone advisories 
and-alerts to be issued at 
different times than the 
federal reporting system. 
‘This ‘spring ‘the Pollution 
Control Board changed state 
air pollution episode stages 
to match the federal PSI. 

‘The PSI reporting system 
has been used in the Chicago 
and Hast St. Louis 
metropolitan areas for a 
couple years. Last year, a 
PSI was; issued: for Peoria 
‘also. ‘This. spring, PSI 
reports for nine more urban 
areas will be issued daily, 
including this region of 
Tilinois, 

“The PSI has been well 
received around the nation 

_ because it is simple and easy 
to understand,” said David 
Kolaz, ‘Manager, Air 
Monitoring Section of the 
Division of Air Pollution 
Control. ‘One of the short- 
comings of the old air 
pollution notification system 
was that it used scientific 
notations such as parts-per- 
million and ‘microrams-per- 
cubic, meter. The PSI solves 
that cummunication barrier. 
It converts the scientific 
readings to a whole number 
from’ 1 to 500. These index 

umbers indicate the 
rélative severity of air 
pollution present.” 

‘When the PSI is below 100, 
air, quality is good or 
moderate. When the index 
rises above 100, it means that 
persons with heart and 
respiratry ailments should 
take tions. The higher 
the index:number, the more 
serious the problem 
becomes. 

‘As many as five different 
types of air pollutants are 
considered when calculating 
the PSI for an area. The 
pollutant with the highest 
relative concentration is the 
one gélected for the PSI 
report. If two pollutants are 
good to moderate, but a third 
in the same area is

Pollution Standard Index 
reports are issued each 
weekday at 2 p.m. by the 
Illinois EPA over the Hlinois 
Weather Wire. The reports 
tell what air quality con- 
ditions have been up to that 
point each day and provide a 
forecast for the mext 24 
hours. 

If air pollution con- 
centrations rise to unhealthy 
levels, & special notice is 

ced on the weather wire 

at the. time the unhealthy 
, conditions are detected. The 
notice includes a health 
warning, advise to 
susceptible portions of the 


population, and a prognosis. 

No PSI report will be 
issued on Saturdays and 
Sundays for those areas 
where air quality is good or 
moderate. If unhealthy 
levels are reached between 
Friday nights and Monday 
mornings, a special notice 
will be issued over. the 
weather wire. The Illinois 
EPA hasa duty officer on the 
weekends assigned to keep 
watch on air pollution 
readings. 

Particulates for which 
alerts may be issued for this 
area include total suspended 
particulates (SP), sulfur 
dioxide, carbon monoxide 
and ozone. 


Pollution points from zero 
to 50 are considered ‘‘good.”” 
From 51 to 100 points on the 
index is considered 
‘*moderate’’ pollution. 
“Unhealthful’’ levels are 
from 101 to 200 and mild 
aggravation may be ex- 
perienced by susceptible 
persons. Reduced physical 
exertion and outdoor activity 
is recommended for persons 
with existing heart or 
respiratory ailments.

““You owe it to the public to 
tell them,” said Whitmer, 
about any illegal zoning 
practices. 

“Evidently a bolt of 
lightening must have struck 
you,"’ Krekovich said of 
Whitmer’s belated demand 
for an explanation of 
remarks made several 
months ago. 

While speaking before the 
council, Krekovich took the 
opportunity to give his views 
on the prior Plan Com- 
mission hearing, where he 
said realtors were given an 


opportunity to express their 
views, but “then the gavel 
hit the table and the motion 
(approving the zoning or- 
dinance) was approved.” 

Krekovich also told the 
aldermen they could expect 
a “lot of heat and a lot of 
flack" over any attempts to 
establish a minimum 
housing ordinance. 

In addition, Krekovich 
said he is unhappy with the 
manner he was notified of 
the council’s motion 
demanding his response — 
including a letter addressed 
three days after the council 
meeting and a call four days 
after the fact to his home. 
“The only thing I’m in- 
terested in is if you know 
somebody that’s done 
something illegal,” Whitmer 
replied to Krekovich. 

Whitmer had said if 
Krekovich neither 
apologizes nor describes any 
improper zoning by past or 
present city officials, the 
alderman would ask the 
advice of State’s Attorney 
Don Weber in pursuing the 
matter.

Kindergarten registration 
for the 1982-1983 school year 
will be held Wednesday, May 
5, at the Venice Elementary 
School from 8:30 a.m. to 11 
a.m. ‘and from 12 noon to 4 


1. 

Any child who will be 5 
years of age on or before 
Dec. 31, 1982, is eligible to 
enroll in kindergrten. 

Kindergarten classes are 
half-day sessions and are 
held at the Venice 
Elementary School. There 
are morning and afternoon 
sessions each day. 

A birth certificate and 
immunization record are to 
be presented at the time of 
registration. These must be 
received before actual at- 
tendance can begin next fall. 
Hospital records are not 
accepted. 

Tilinois law states that no 
child may enter school for 
the first time without the 
following immunizations: 
whooping cough, diptheria, 
tetanus, poliomyelitis, 
rebeola (measles) and 
rubella (3-day measles).

Physical and dental 
examinations are also 
required before attendance 
in kindergarten. Necessary 


forms are given to parents at 
the time of registration so 
that appointments . for 
examinations can be 
arranged during the summer 
months. 

The school nurse will be 
available on registration day 
to explain health regulations 
to parents and also to review 
immunization records. é

must accompany the parent.

Childhood Screening 
program also is scheduled 
Wednesday in conjunction 
with kindergarten 
registration.

New regulations could free 
$100 million for mortgatges 


New state regulations 
allowing more flexibility in 
the kinds of mortgages 
covered by private insurers 
should make more than $100 
million in mortgage money 
available to home buyers in 
Illinois, according to 
Governor James R. 
‘Thompson. 


“This change will provide 
relief for home buyers and 
the home building industries, 
which have been hity hard by 
the natiorial recession,” the 
governor said. “By making 
this change, it will be easier 
for home buyers to buy a 
house under terms that afe 
affordable to them and, in 


the long run, profitable to the 
lender and homebuilder,” he 
added. 


The change, which affects 
negatively amortized 
mortgages, will allow len- 
ding institutions to obtain 
insurance ‘on these mor- 
tgages, a practice 
previously was forbidden in 
IMlinois. 


A negatively amortized 
mortgage, used by persons 
expecting an. increase in 
their income over several 
years, allows a home buyer 
to make smaller payments 
on the loan during the first 
few years of the mortgage. 


After that, the buyer begins - 


to pay back the mortgage on 
an indexed basis, paying a 
larger monthly amount than 
in the early portion of the 
loan's life. 

For example, a negative 
amortization loan could be 
made at 18 percent interest, 
but the buyer might pay only 
12 percent interest during 
the first few years of the 
loan, until his income in- 
creases. Then he would pay 
higher interest, averaging 
out to 18 percent over the life 
of the loan. 

Previously, negatively 
amortized mortgages could 
not be insured in IMlinois 
under the Department of 
Insurance's regulations 


“Director Phil O'Connor of 
the Department of Insurance 
and Terry Paul, the 
executive vice-president of 
the Illinois Association of 
Homebuilders, deserve @ 
great deal of credit in getting 
this rule changed,” the 
governor said. 

Paul said he feels the 
change in the low, which 
brings Mlinois in line with 46 
other states with similar 
arrangements, will allow 
thousands of new homes to 
be built and sold in Tlinois, 
aiding the ailing 
homebuilding industry and 
allowing persons who 
previously could not afford 
homes to purchase them.

Fines for loose dogs 
in county may rise

The financial crunch 
facing Madison County ‘will 
not only affect the residents. 
of the county — it will also 
affect the county's dogs, 

Dog owners who continue 
to let their pets run. loose 
could be fined at least-$25.if 
the dog is caught by animal” 
control wardens, according 
toa proposal by the county's 
animal control committee. 

Committee Member Alan 
Dunstan, Troy, has been the 
county's strongest supporter: 

for unregistered 
leash-law 

violations. However;he said, 
he had received! little 


_backing from. the * county 


until Board Chairman 
Nelson Hagnauer’s letter, 
which called for the county 
to cut $1.5 million in ex- 
penses to avoid a budget 
deficit in 1983. 

The potential increase ih 
revenue from the fines and @ 
possible increase in 
registered dogs has now 
made Dunstan's: proposal 
much more popular, 

“Since Mr. Hagnauer's 


» letter, I've been able to use 


that to support what I-want 
to do,” Dunstan said, .“"But 
the most important thing is 
the enforcement. In my 
area, the most talked-about 
issue is the county’s animal 
control function. 

“There are a lot of sub- 
divisions in the unin: 
corporated areas here with 
loose dogs.” : 

According to the com. 
mittee’s proposal, .wardens 
will have the power.to write 
a citation on the spot if they 
catch a dog that has 
repeatedly been allowed to 
run loose. 

Also, the county: will ‘be 
able to give the dog owner 
another $25. registration 
penalty if the dog’ is not 
registered. 

The county's ‘registration 
fee is $4, but Dunstan said 
there will be more registered. 
dogs if owners know they will, 
have to pay a penalty if their 
unregistered dog is caught.

A wealth of scientific 
evidence reveals that the key 
to whether a person will live 
toa healthy, vibrant old age 
can be found in several 
habits — habits’ 
which the individual con- 
trols. ; 


In this century, the health, 
industry has greatly reduced 
life-threatening _ infectious 
and communicable diseases, 
and our goal as public health 
professionals is becoming 
.more and more one of risk 
reduction, or prevention. 
Good health depends on a 
combination of things — the 
enyironment in: which we 
lie 208 work, personal’ 
a care provided by 
doctors and hospitals, and 
the personal habits we 
practice ' daily, usually 
without much thought. 
All of these work together 
to protect a person’s health: 
Doctors receive many 
years of training to know 
how to our ills and 
pistenibe treatment, They 
ave knowledge of the 
human body that most of us 
can’t hope to. understand. 
‘You might ask if it isn’t 


Progress in 
curbing pupil 
lunch deficit 


Granite City’s school lunch 
program remains a cost item, 
for taxpayers but the 
financial. imbalance has 
been steadily reduced 
throughout the 1981-82 school 
year. Losses in March were 
$068 a day, compared to $964 
per day in February. 

There is greater student 
participation this year, and 
more flexibility has been 
provided in the types of 
lunches made available to 


students. 

‘School officials praise the 
cooperation of the lun- 
chroom staffs; plus a general 
study made by Peat, Mar- 
wick & Mitchell of St. Louis 
and more detailed analyses 
by’ “the. Providence 
Management and Marketing 
consultants of Granite City. 

‘A review of the 21 school 
days in March shows “black 
ink’’ at seven of the schools, 
(Lake, Johnson, Wilson, 
Marshall, Webster, 
Niedringhaus and 
Nameoki). 

‘There were relatively 
small deficits at nine other 
‘attendance centers 
(Frohardt, Logan, Grigsby. 
Junior High, Emerson, 
Mitchell, Coolidge Junior 
High, Maryville, Parkview, 
and Prather Junior High) 
and larger losses at the high 
schools, where staffing costs 
were cited as among the 


reasons. 

‘At North High, the im- 
balance was $6,151. 

North's caferia revenue of 
$22,646 included $18,943 cash 
and $3,703 from the govern- 
ment. Costs consisted of 
$17,768 payroll, $8,319 food, ' 
$1,979. warehouse food, $335 
warehouse paper, $291 
warehouse cleaning 
materials: and $104 main-, 
tenance, a total of $28,797., 

GCHS South lunches at- 
tracted $19,531 in revenue, 
($13,857 cash and $5,673 from, 
the government) but there, 
was a deficit for the month of 


$7,084. 

Costs at South of $26,615 
included $17,117 payroll, 
$6,952 food, $1,996 warehouse 
food, $71 paper, $211 
cleaning, $171 maintenance 
and $82 other costs. 

Revenue per manhour, 
based on actual hours 
worked, was $9.57 at South 
and $9.81 at North, varying 
from $11.81 to $13.75 at the

$10.20 to $19.35 at the grade: 
schools. 
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more beneficial to your 
health to rely on their ad- 
vice.

But many of us rely too 
much on doctors to keep us 
healthy. We often fail to see 
the importance of preventive 
actions we can take to look 
and feel healthy.

It is estimated that as 
many as seven of the leading 
cayses of death in the United 
States could be reduced 
through common sense 
changes in our lifestyle. 

These causes include all 
the heart, blood vessel and 
kidney diseases, the many 
forms of cancer, and ac- 
cidents. Together, these 
account for over 60 percent 
of the fatalities. 

During the 1970s the ex- 
pected life span for 
‘Americans increased by 2.7 
years. In the ten-year period 
before that, the expected life 
span increased by only one 


year. 
Much of the credit for this 
improvement. must go to 


earlier efforts at prevention. 
Nearly all the gains 
against the infectious 


diseases have come as & 
result of improvements in 
sanitation, housing, nutrition 
and immunization. But some 


" of the recent gains are due to 


measures people have taken 
to help themselves. 

‘There are seven simple 
measures that are within our 
grasp and which will 
enhance our prospects of 

health. They are: 

1, Elimination of cigarette 
smoking. 

2. Moderate use of alcohol. 

3. Moderate dietary 
changes to reduce the intake 
of excess calories, fat, salt 


§. Reduction of stress. 

6. Periodic screening, at 
intervals determined by age’ 
and sex, for major disorders 
such as high blood pressure 


Physical health 
mental health are often 
linked. 

Both physical and mental 
health are enhanced by 
strong family ties,’ 
assistance of close friends, 
and use of the support 
systems in the community, 
such as church and social 
organizations. 

If we are willing to put 
forth the effort to change our 
bad habits, much of today’s 
premature death and 
disability can be avoided.

Saturday’s mock murder 
trial was based on an actual 
case where an owner of a 
truck stop shot and killed his 
estranged girlfriend. 
Although the judge was a 
real judge, the defendents, 
attorneys, and athers were 
law students from SLU. 


‘The trial was “‘as real” as 


they could make il, with - 


some charging the defendent 
Johnny Diamond (a made up 
name) with deliberately 
murdering his girlfriend, 
and Diamond and some 
witness claiming he was 
innocent and that is actually 
was an accidental death. 

‘The law students used 
some rather unusal and 
unique defense methods 
which were “really rather 
clever,"’ Judge Chapman 
said. 


The “trial was conducted 
four times, with different 
juries. The defendant, 
Diamond, was aquitted three 
times and convicted by one 
jury of involuntary man- 
slaughter. 

Most of the jurors were 
furnished by participating 
students who ‘‘drafted’’ 
family members and 
friends. Four volunteers 
were from Edwardsville 
High School and seemed to 
enjoy the exercise, ac-~ 
cording to Judge Chapman.

Higher fines could aid attorney 


By JIM SCHLUETER 

Using more fines as 
punishment for convicted 
felons is one way the county 
can battle its impending 
financial crunch, according 
to Madison County State's 
attorney Don Weber. 

“There's nothing wrong 
with the guilty paying for the 
system,” Weber siad. ‘In 
most cases they can pay, and 
asking a felon to pay a $1,000 
or $2,000 fine could offset 
some costs." 


ZONING HEARING SET 
The Madison County 
Zoning Board of Appeals will 
hold an on-site public zoning 
hearing at Old Alton Road 
and Old Route 66, the 
frontage road for Interstate

Weber gave this 
suggestion to the county's 
finance committee Monday 
The committee is currently 
meeting with elected of- 
ficials. to get their 
suggestions on cutting 
county departmental 
budgets by 12 percent in 1983. 

“We'll need the 
cooperation of the judges, 
but we should make the felon 
pay, especially after they 
drag a case through spurious 
motions and two or three 
juries," Weber said. 

Weber said any slashes in 
his budget could mean 
personnel cuts. 

“When you're talking 
about budget cuts, to me 
you're talking about per- 
sonnel,” Weber said. “‘If the 
county thinks that’s what 
should happen, that’s what 
we'll do.” 

Weber noted that when he 
was street commissioner on 
the Collinsville City Council, 
he “customarily”. didn’t 
spend as much as he could. 
But he thought prosecution 
of criminals was a different 
matter. 

“As far as cuts in per-

Comptroller Joseph Miklovic has put 
together cash flow predictions for the next 
five years which show a $99,000 city deficit 
five years from now, even without wage 
increases. 

No wage increases through 1987? The 
results would be disastrous. Not that we 
are accusing Miklovic of believing that it 
would be possible to stall wage raises that 
long, but his figures are disturbing. 

Even without wage increases in the 1982- 
83 fiscal year, the city will be ap- 
proximately $593,000 in the red at the end 
of that year and expenditures are expected 
to exceed revenues by approximately 
$364,000 (after loans of more than a half- 
million dollars from this fiscal year are 
paid), Miklovic’s figures indicate. 

However, accountants and comptrollers 
tend to deal with cold, hard statistics and 
figures. The blow can be softened 
somewhat through traditional shortcuts, 
such as failure to fully fund sewage 
treatment plant reserve funds, pension 
funds and others, which should be funded, 
but have not been properly supported for 
years 

The bottom line is that the aldermen 
have their job cut out for them. Any tilting ¢ 
of the scales, such as another successful 
challenge to the city’s sales tax or a 
garbage disposal bid higher than an- 
ticipated, could turn the budget 
discussions from ‘‘nearly impossible” to 
“entirely impossible.” 

Lines of communications must be kept 
open between the aldermen, merchants 
and the city’s employees and residents. It 
will take a cooperative effort by all to pull 
the city out of the red. 


Many good ideas are bound to be 
presented during the coming months as 
the budget begins to take shape. The 
council may even have more than one 
budget proposal to consider, as in past 
years. The job will be to take the best parts 
of all budget proposals, the best ideas from 
merchants, citizens and employees and 
the best advise of the comptroller and city 
department heads and mold those ideas 
into a pill that everyone can swallow.

The fact is that the roads problem is a 
national one and that states from coast to 
coast have been boosting their gas taxes 
frequently in recent years. Within the last 
three and one-half years 32 states have 
increased their gas taxes at least once, 
including 22 during the past nine months. 
This spring, bills to raise gas taxes by a 
total of $894 million are pending in 11 
states. 

In Washington the poor shape of the 
nation’s roads is causing increased con- 
cern. There is increasing speculation 
about possible enactment of a substantial 
increase in the federal gasoline tax to 
prevent a possible collapse of the fast 
deteriorating interstate system as weil as 
to bail out the states. 

Maryland Gov. Harry Hughes has 
proposed that the Reagan administration 
return part of its present four cents a 
gallon federal tax on gasoline to the states. 
Unfortunately, federal road assistance to 
the states has been declining in recent 
years. Illinois, which has been in the front 
row in receiving such federal largesse, 
now is beginning to suffer. 

Like other freeze-and-thaw states, 
Illinois probably cannot wait for help from 
Washington. The situation here is already 
serious enough to demand a quick fix at 
the state level. So if the potholes keep 
multiplying like the damdelions the rest of 
this month and duing May, don’t be sur- 
prised if the legislators detour from their 
anti-tax route briefly and pass an increase 
in the gas tax. 

If so, it will probably be the only tax 
game in town.

for a significant saving in 
energy 

In a study recently com- 
pleted by the Center for 
Urban and Environmental 
Research and Services at 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville, Norval 
Wallace determined that by 
the end of the century, 
weatherization could mean 
the consumption of 27.5 
trillion fewer Btu (British 
thermal unit) than were used 
in 1970. 

“This is the energy 
equivalent of approximately 
44 million barrels of oil,” 
Wallace said, adding that 
over a 20-year period, home 
weatherization could result 
in the conservation of the 
equivalent of 88 million 
barrels of oil or 560 million 
cubic feet of gas. 

“When these cumulative 
savings are considered, the 
cost of investing in 
weatherization is a fraction 
of the cost of the energy 
saved, and even this small 
protion of the total energy 
conservation potential is 
very significant,” Wallace 
said. 

Pointing out that the 
United States still depends 
on nonrenewable sources for 
most of its energy supply, 
the SIUE researcher said 
that domestic production is 
not keeping up with the 
demand 

“In fact, from 1970 to 1978, 
the demand for oil grew from 
13 million barrels per day to 
16.9 million barrels. At the 
same time, domestic 
production dropped from 9.6 
million barrels per day to 8.7 
million barrels,” Wallace 
said. 

There was a greater 
dependence on foreign oil, he 
said, despite the Arab oil 


embrgo of 1973. 

Wallace said that in- 
creased use of coal, oil shale 
and nuclear power presents 
many environmental and 
technical problems. ‘“‘And 
solar energy and other 
alternalive energy sources 
in significant amounts are 
still in the future,” he said. 

The researcher stated that 
conservation is one source of 
energy that is readily 
available and is the most 
cost-effective source for 
bridging the gap between 
reliance on nonrenewable 
energy and the development 
of renewable sources. 

‘There is stilla very large 
potential for energy con- 
servation which is hot being 
realized,’ Wallace said, 
adding that it has been 
estimated that the potential 
saving from all energy 


sources in this.country over 
a 15-year period is more than: 
is economically recoverable 
from all of Alaska’s oil and 
natural gas’ fields. 

“A major portion of this 
energy. savings can be 


available in less time than it 


takes to build a power plant, 
develop a coal mine, or. bring 
a new. oil. or gas field to 
production,” Wallace said. 

In looking at the potential 
for residential energy 
conservation, the study 


focused.on. three major — 


areas: determining the 
heating and cooling Savings: 
that 
weatherizing residences, 
evaluating the economics of 
home weatherizing, and 
considering public policies 
which. might affect energy 
conservation in the 
residential sector.

Granite City schools are 
continuing to offer summer 
classes on the basis of 
charging students to offset 
the cost. 

At one time, a massive 
summer program was 
operated here, with no fees 
or only minimal charges. 
But legislation and court 
rulings now lfmit the June 
and July offerings to a “‘pay 
as you go” self-sustaining 
approach. 

Instruction beginning June 
7, 1962, is to last for six 
weeks. The school district 
will offer— 

—High school credit 
courses on a tuition basis 
($37 per course). 

—High school, elementary 
and junior high band on a 
tuition basis ($12 per 
student). 

—Special education on a 
limited basis (reimbursed by 
the state). 

—A vocational 
cosmetology program 
(reimbursed by the state, 
plus a $15 fee per student). 

—Anda program for gifted 
students in the first grade 
through eighth grade on a 
tuition basis ($40 per student 
includes tuition and 
materials)

William Browder, 
chairman of the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education, 
is concerned as to whether 
America’s educational -in- 
stitutions are teaching 
people how to live and grow 
together as members of 
society or if they are 
responding primarily to the 
demands of students who 
want to get ahead of their 
fellowmen, 

Addressing a group of 
administrators, staff and 
faculty being honored at the 
12th annual awards banquest 
at Southern _ Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
last week, Browder said, “I 
am for self-improvement. I 
think we all want to en- 
courage people to improve 
themselves. But I think it is 
important to examine the 
educational process to see 
how education should deal 
with the matter of private 
interests versus public in- 
terests.” 

Browder wonders if 
&tudents are lining up for 
courses in science, 
technology, and business so 
they ean get a larger share of 
the ‘goodies of life’ for 
themselves, or if there is 
some motivation grounded in 
the recognition of the public 
welfare. 

If higher education con- 
eéntrates its efforts to 
deliver education in the 
_technical ‘and business 
‘areas, Browder asked, will 
this have a detrimental 
impact upon its delivery of 
education in the fields of 
English, history, philosophy, 
and other liveral arts 
courses? 
~ “It appears that students 
today want fast technical 
and business information 
and training so they will be 
better equipped for better 
jobs immediately,” he said. 
‘Higher education for the 
purpose of promoting 
culture, for simply im- 
proving the quality of life, is

definitely taking a secondary 
role.” 

The IBHE chairman 
suggested that today’s 
members of society are, in 
many ways, deepening their 
private lives and with- 
drawing from public life. 
“And in doing so, we are 
paying a price. That price is 
the weakening of society. It 
is the weakening of our basic 
institutions,” Browder said, 
adding that it is also 
weakening America’s 
political, economic and 
social freedoms. 

“without a public which 
knows that it shares & 
common life, which is 
capable of feeling, thinking, 
debating, and deciding, 
government can easily move 
into the realm of 
unrestrained _power,”’ 
Browder said. ‘Public life 
holds government ac- 
countable to what the people 
want. Without .it, govern- 
ment becomes the property 
of those who govern.” 

As times grow difficult, 
Browder said people are 
tempted to withdraw and 
seek the comfort and 
security of their own 
privacy. “But this is illusory 
at best and destructive at 
worst, We need each other. A 
full social life is stimulating 
and fulfilling."’ He con- 
tinued: 

“One of the chief 
characteristics of our time is 
the dual nature of change. 
First, there is a temendous 
amount of change—every 
phase of life is affected, from 
our religious institutions to 
our interest rates. Second, 
there is tremendous rapidity 
of change—evolution seems 
to have been replaced by 
revolution,” Browder said, 
citing as examples the 
breathtaking changes in the 
sexual code and increased 
interest in computer games 
in this country. 

“If we can’t learn to cope 
and accommodate change,

Governor, State BOE 
disagree on budget 


Springfield After 
assessing the impact of 
Governor Thompson's 
recommended budget levels 
for elementary and secon- 
dary education, the Illinois 
State Board of Education 
reaffirmed support Thur- 
sday for its own budget 
proposal. 

At the request of the 
Governor, the board used his 
recommended budget of $2.1 
billion in state funds for 
fiscal year 1983 to calculate 
an estimated allocation 
level. 

State Board Chairman 
Edward Copeland stressed 
that the board is nol en- 
dorsing or accepting the 
Governor's recommenda- 
tions or the estimated 
allocation. 

“The Governor's budget 
proposal is unacceptable to 
the state board,” Copeland 
said. ‘‘We have recom- 
mended a budget of $2.21 
billion even though we 
estimate it would take over 
$2.35 billion in state funds to 
relistically meet the schools’ 
needs. Our proposal already 
calls for a bare-bones level 
which recognizes the current 
fiscal constraints of the 
state.”” 

“We are sending this 
allocation to the General 
Assembly at the Governor's 
request, but we must point 
‘out the severe hardships that 
would be placed upon school 
districts if higher ap- 
propriations are not ap- 
proved,” he said. ‘The 
school children of this state 
should not be asked to bear 
such a heavy portion of the 
burden of diminished state 
resources." 

The Board's budget, as 
adopted in March, called for 
funding most statutory 
formula éategorical 


programs, such a8 special 
education programs, at 90 
percent. 

‘The per pupil support level 
in general state aid» under ~ 
the Board's budget, “would 
increase by approximately. 
$123 (7.9 percent). over FY 
82, to $1,685. 

The allocation of the 
Governor’s recommendation 
would provide only 85 per- 
cent reimbursement ‘for 
most of the statutory: for- 
mula categorical programs 
and increases the ‘per pupil 
support level by about $73 
(4.7 percent), to $1,635; 

In addition, the allocation 
would reduce the textbook 
program by 50 percent—$5.5 
million—ovey FY .82 ap- 
propriations.

WASHINGTON 
Things can go wrong at the 
Watergate. Just ask G. 
Gordon Liddy. 

During an interview 
there with Dean Jones and 
Patricia Harty, stars of the 
pew, limited CBS series, 
“Herbie, the Love Bug,” a

Fell and Adam Arkin, are 
also known to the public. 

To prepare for her cur- 
rent role, Redgrave claims 
to have loitered in school 
halls “a couple of times” 
and visited with some Eng- 
lish teachers. . 

“Education is more im- 
aginative now than it was 
when I was in school,” she 
believes, convinced that 
teachers even more than 
students are exercising 
their imaginations. 

Redgrave has played ev- 
erything from royalty toa 
hooker, and, of these two 
extremes, she found play- 
ing a hooker the more 
rewarding. 

“It's hard to compare, 
but it’s usually more inter- 
esting to play someone 
who’s a little naughty,” she 
thinks. 

Unfortunately, “naugb- 
ty’ doesn’t describe 
“Diana,” her character in 
“Teachers Only.” 

But Lynn believes she’s 
interesting anyway.
